People Gather by Thousands Along

Sept* 1C.—The silent form of William 
McKinley was borne from this city 
in impressive state this morning and 
taken, on its last journey to the na- 
tional cnpitol. 


Just eleven days ago he came to 


the Pan-American exposition in full 
health and vigor. He was received 
with an enthusiasm that was un- 
precedented in the annals of the city 
and for twenty-four hours- enjoyed 
himself thoroughly. 
The 
story of 


the foulest of assassinations, the pa- 
thetic stride to recovery, as outward- 
ly demonstrated, while death 
was 


slowly working on the vitals, 
the 


breathless hopes of a nation 
and 


loved ones, the terrible twentyfour 
hours of suspense, when death, made 
its final demand against human skill, 
all are matters of history now. The 
body of the honored chief executive 
of the nation, who came to Buffalo 
only a few days ago as the guest of 
the city, was borne away in sad 
splendor, his career ended as far as 
his dominant 
personality is con- 


cerned, although his policies will 
remain. 


WATCHED BY THOUSANDS. 
Thousands upon' thousands watch- 


ed the impressive procession this 
morning moving towards the depot. 
It was doubly impressive because of 
its lack of gorgeousness and because 
of the fact that, following closely 
behind the pall-covered corpse of the 
dead president, followed the successor 
to the title and the living change-in 
the country's history. 


Buffalo stirred early this morning, 


but early as its inhabitants, curious] 


until after 7 o'clock, when Dr. Eixey 
went to the room with one of her at- 
tendants. 
She had not slept well, 


despite the fact that she was almost 
thoroughly exhausted and that Dr. 
Rixey had given her a sleeping po- 
tion. The first thing she asked was 
a repetition of the query of the last 
two days, ''When 'can I see the 
major?" 
Dr. Hixey told her that 


they were going to let her see liim 
today and she then let her attend-; 
ants dress her and at 7:45 wfcs ready 
for her light breakfast, which she 
took in her room alone. At 7:30 the 
baggage was ready and two truck- 
loads of it moved to the depot. In 
one wagon was a hospital bed and it 
•was thought that this was for use of 
Mrs. 
McKinley in view of the cer* 


tainty of the fatigue of the journey 
and the possibility of a collapse.

7:45 that none of the party would go 
to the city hall, where the body lay, 
but that &!1 would go directly to the 
train.

Hisses Duncan, nieces of the late 
president, were driven, to the train, 
so that they might arrange all com- 
forts possible for the stricken widow.

PRESIDENT BISES EABLY. 


President Roosevelt did not arise 


until 7 o'clock. He dressed quickly 
and at 7:30 was ready for breakfast 
He breakfasted with the family of 
his host, Mr. Wilcox. Just after 8 
o'clock had struck, together with Hr. 
Wilcox and his secretary, 
William 


Loeb, jr., he got into a carriage and 
drove to the train. A few mounted 
police followed 
the 
carriage and 


three or four detectives and secret 
;ervice anen were near by. Otherwise 
here was nothing to distinguish the 
president from any other citizen. 


PAID THE LAST HONOKS. 


The slow and stately progress of 


;he president's body from the city 
hall to the L railroad station afforded 
the'people of Buffalo a last opportun- 
ty to do honor to the memory of the 
amented executive.

feild Will Also Bear the Body of Martyred 


McKinley in Capitol. 


THE PROGRAM OF SERVICES.

with black cloth.

At the conclusion of -the 
funeral services tomorrow the public 
will be admitted for a brief farewell

Buffalo, 
Sept., 16.— The funeral 


service of William 
McXinley, the 


man, took place in the Milburn house 
Sunday morning. 
The funeral of 


William McKiuley, the president, 
commenced Sunday afternoon in the 
official residence of the city where he 
died. 


The remains of the distinguished 


dead were exposed to public view 
shortly after noon and men, women 
anct children struggled in line for 
hours in the hope that they might 
reach the city hall before its doors 
were closed. It is estimated that not 
fewer than 100,000 persons saw the 
body as they passed through the cor- 
ridors of the city hall rotunda. The 
line passed the casket at a rate vary- 
ing from 120 to 160 a minute, and 
despite the crush of humanity there 
was little disorder. 


CROWDS EARLY ASTIR. 


Long before the time set for the 


funeral services the vicinity of the 
Milburn house was astir with prepa- 
rations. At 0 o'clock long platoons 
of police officers, mounted and on 
foot, arrived at the grounds and were 
posted in details along the streets 
approaching the house. Por -a block 
in each direction the streets were rep- 
ed off to keep back the gathering 
crowds. 


The vigilance 
of the officers in 


keeping back those not entitled to 
admission within the reserved area 
was redoubled as those summoned to 
the services, the uniformed escort of 
marchers 'and those whose business 
imperatively brought them there 
passed within the four-square pre- 
cinct about the house where the body 
of the dead chief reposed* 


CREPE WORN1 BY OPFICCERS. 
Major General John R. 'Brooke, de- 


partment commander of the east, who 
was personally in command of all 
the forces participating in the escort, 
arrived at 10 o'clock. -He was in fa- 
tigue uniform, with service sword 
at his side. Around his left arm was 
wound a heavy band of cr^Tje. With 
him were his aids and a half-score of 
other officers, all in fatig-ue uniform. 
with the bad^e of mourning on their 
sleeves.

Even 
amid the stir a solemn and awelike 
silence prevailed and the divisions 
of the escort came to their posts <with 
silent bands. 


At 10:30 o'clock the military and 


naval detachments took temporary 
stations on West Ferry street imme- 
diately around the corner from the 
Milburn house. 
First came com- 


panies I and L of the 
Fourteenth 


TTnitod States infantry, stationed at 
Fort Porter, under command of Cap- 
tain John R. Iff. Taylor, marching 
with the steady tread and bearing of 
regulars. 


NAVY FOLIX>WS ARMY. 


Following them come a company of 


the Seventy-third 
Coast 
artillery, 


now on duty at the Pan-American 
exposition, in command of Captain 
John P. Weisser. 
These were the 


men who had been near the president 
at the moment he was shot, and who 
took part in the struggle with his as* 
sassin, 


The National Guard of the state of 


New York was represented by picked 
companies from the Seventy-fourth 
and Sixty-fifth 
regiments, under 


command of Captain Howland. 


Then the trappings of the military 


arm of the service gave way to those 
of the United States navy, as fifty 
men from the United States gunboat 
Michigan, under command of Colonel 
L* T. Minnix. swung into position 
alongside their military brethren in 
arms. The naval contingent had ar- 
rived this morning. 
At the head 


marched a detachment of marines in 
their dark-blue uniforms and with 
largo gilt-trimmed helmets. After 
them came the blue-jackets, with op- 
en-throated shirts, their loose, black 
neckscarfs in sailor knots, with yel- 
low leggings and sailor hats. Sail- 
ors nnd marines marched with their 
short carbines at shoulder arms. 


The entire military and naval force 


formed in, company front on West 
Ferry street, and there awaited the 
time for the services to begin. 
COMING OF CABINET MEMBERS. 


'Meantime the members of the cab- 


inet, officials high in the government 
service and near friends of the mar- 
tyred president began to fill the 
walks leading up to the Milburn res- 
idence. They came separately and in 
groups, some walking, while those in 
carriages were admitted within the 
roped inclosure up to the curb. 


Secretaries Wilson and Hitchcock 


drove up together, and with bowed 
heads entered the house. Governor 
Odell, of New York, drove up with 
his secretary and 
<Reprp?witn*i**'* T,i> 


sioners sent to the exposition, and 
after them the state commissioners. 
With the foreigners was a colonel of 
the Mexican army in his full uni* 
form of black, with scarlet stripes 
and peaked gold-braided cap. 


The other members of the cabinet 


in the city*-Secretary Long, Attor- 
ney General Knox and Postmaster 
General Smith—the close confidants 
and friends of the late chief, Senator 
Hanna, Judge Bay, Governors Yates 
and Gregory, Representatives Alex- 
ander and 
Ryan, Major General 


Brooke, E. H. Butler, H. H. Kohlsaat 
and many others followed. 


ARRIVAL OF ROOSEVELT. 


It was just eight minutes before the 


opening of the service when a cov- 
ered barouche drove up to the house, 
bringing 
President 
Roosevelt and 


Mr. and Mrs. Wilcox, at whose home 
he is a guest. The president looked 
very grave as he alighted and turned 
to assist Mrs. Wilcox from the car- 
riage. 
His face did not relax intoj 


a smile to the salutations of those] 
nearest the carriage, but he acknowl- 
edged the 
greetings 
silently and 


with an 
inclination of the head. 


Word passed up the well-filled walk 
that the president had arrived and 
those waiting to gain entrance fell 
back, making a narrow lane, through 
which Mr. Roosevelt passed along to 
the house. 


As the president passed within the 


house and the services were about to 
begin the long line of soldiers and 
sailors swung in columns of four.s 
into 'Delaware avenue and formed a 
battalion front along the beautiful 
thoroughfare opposite the house and 
immediately facing it. 


FLAGS IN MOURNING. 


On the extreme left were the regu- 


lars, on the right the 
sailors and 


marines, in the center the national 
guardsmen. 
They stood at parade 


rest, with colors lowered, each flag 
wound about its staff 
and bound 


with crape. The front of the house 
and the lawns had been cleared by 
this time and the sweep of avenue 
was now deserted save for the rigid, 
motionless rr.nks across from 
the 


when there was a clatter 
of hoofs 


down the avenue and four high-step- 
ping blnok horses came into view, 
drawing the hearse which TV.IS to 
bear the casket of the stricken pres- 
ident. It was a heavy vehicle, with- 
out plumes or any trappings to re- 
lieve the dead black. 
The horses, 


too, were not .plumed or caparisoned 
and all four of them were black from 
nose to tip of tail. 
Two men were 


on the box—the driver, with long 
lines to the tandem pairs, and the 
groom, with folded arms, sitting mo- 
tionless. 
The hearse halted at the 


corner to await the conclusion of the 
services. 


PACE OF THE BEAD. 


Outside the 'house there was a half 


hour of silence and waiting. Within 
the house of death was woe unspeak- 
able. In the drawing- room to the 
right of the hall as President Roose- 
velt entered the dead chieftain was 
stretched upon his (bier. His head 
was to the rising sun. On his face 
was written the story of the Chris- 
tian forbearance with which he met 
his martyrdom. 
Only the thinness 


of his face bore mute testimony to the 
patient suffering he had endured. 


He was dressed as he always -was 


in life. 
The black frock coat was 


buttoned across the breast where the 
first ibullet of the assassin had struck. 
The black string tie below the stand- 
ing collar showed the little triangle 
of white shirt front. The right hand 
lay at his side. The left was across 
his body. 


He looked as millions of his coun- 


trymen have seen him, save for one 
thing. The little badge of the I/oyal 
Legion, the only decoration he ever 
wore, which was always in the left 
lapel of his coat, was missing. And 
those who remarked it spoke of it, 
and after the body was taken to the 
city hall the little badge which he 
prized through life was placed again 
where it had always been. 


The body lay in a black casket on 


a black bearskin rug. Over the lower 
limbs was flung the starry banner 
he had loved so well. The flowers 
were few, as befitted the simple na- 
ture of the man. A spray of white 
chrysanthemums, a flaming bunch of 
blood-red American beauty roses and 
a magnificent bunch of violets were 
on the casket. 
Behind 
the head, 


against a pier mirror between the 
two curtained windows, rested two 
superb wreaths of white asters- and 
roses. These were the only flowers 
in the room. 


Two sentries, one from the sea and 


one from the land, guarded the re- 
mains. 
They stood in the window

GitXEF OF MRS. M?KINLEY. 


The family had taken leave of their 


loved one before the others arrived. 
Mrs. McKinley had been led into the 
chamber by her physician, Dr. Rixey, 
nnd had sat awhile alone with him 
who had supported and comforted her 
through all .their years of wedded 


life. 
But though her support was 


gone she had not broken down. Dry- 
eyed, she gazed upon him and fondled 
his face. She did not seem to realize 
that he was dead. 


Then she was led away by Dr. 


Kixey and took up her position at the 
head of the stairs, where she could 
hear the services. Mrs. Hobart, the 
widow of the vice president during 
Mr. McKinley's first term; Mrs. La- 
fayette McWilliams, of Chicago; Miss 
Barber, Miss Mary Barber and Dr. 
Rixey remained with hert there. 


The other members of the family- 


Mr, and Mrs. Abner McKinley, Miss 
Helen McKinley, Mrs. Duncan, M;ss 
Duncan, Mr. and Mrs. Barber and Dr. 
and Mrs. Baer—had withdrawn into 
the library to the north of the draw- 
ing room, in which the casket lay, 
and here also gathered other friends 
when the services were held. 


VIEW THE REMAINS. 


The friends and public associates 


of the dead president all had oppor- 
tunity to view the remains before 
the services began. The members of 
the cabinet had taken their leave be 
fore the others arrivd* 
They re 


mained seated beside their dead chief 
while the sad procession viewed the 
body. They were on the north side 
of it. 


A place directly at the head had 


been reserved for President Roose- 
velt. 
Secretary Root sat alongside 


this empty chair. Then came Attor- 
ney General Knox, Secretary Long 
Secretary Hitchcock, Secretary Wil- 
son and Postmaster General Smith in 
the order named. 


About n hundred in all saw the 


body. Some were so overcome with 
grief at the sight of the thin, placid 
countenance that their frames shook 
in convulsive sobs. Several clung to 
the side of the bier and with diffi- 
culty could be persuaded to leave. 
Almost every face was tear-stained. 
The great love for this man choked 
all in the house. 


HANNA GftlEF STRICKEN. 


Among those In the procession were 


Senators Fairbanks 
and Burrows, 


Governor Yates, of Illinois; Comp- 
troller Dawes, General Manderson 
. n;' Xrs. Miaderson, Hepresentativr 
Littauer, of New York; 
Forme; 


Postmaster General William L. Bis- 
sell and the consulting physicians 
most of whom met President McKin- 
ley personally for the first time after 
he was stricken and learned to ad 
mire him while he suffered so gently 
and patiently on his bed of pain. 


Senator Hanna, who "had 
fairly 


worshipped his dead friend for years 
entered the room at this time, but 
did not approach the casket. 
His 


face was set like that of an iron- 
willed man who would not let down 
the barriers of his grief.1 The sena- 
tor spoke to no one. Hie -eyes were 
vacant. 
He passed through the 


throng .and seated himself 
behinc 


Governor Odell, sinking far down 
into his chair and resting his heac 
upon his hand. During all the serv 
ice that followed he did not stir. 


ENTRANCE OF PRESIDENT. 
Just before 11 o'clock Presiden 


Roosevelt entered, coming into the 
room from the rear through the li- 
brary. 
After passing into the hal 


he had made his way through the sit- 
ting room into the library. 
There 


was an instantaneous movement in 
the room as the president appeared 
The procession was still passing from 
the south side around the head of the 
casket and back between it and the 
members of the cabinet seated at its 
side. Every one arose and all eyes 
were turned toward the president. 


He moved forward again-with the 


tide of the procession to his place a 
the head of the line of cabinet officers 
He held himself erect, his left hand 
carrying his silk hat. Those who 
were coming toward him fell back on 
either side to let him pass. 
He 


paused once or twice to shake hands 
silently, but there was no smile to 
accompany his greetings. 
He, too3 


like the man -deep down in his seat 
against the wall who had1 forgotten 
to rise when the president of the 
United States entered, seemed to be 
restraining a great grief. 


TURNS FROM CABINET. 


When President Roosevelt reached 


the head of the line of cabinet officers 
he kept his face away from the cas- 
ket. The infantryman guarding the 
dead stood before him rigid as a 
statue. Although the commander in 
chief approached until he could have 
touched him, the soldier did not sa- 
lute. The president spoke to Secre- 
tary Root, or perhaps it would ' be 
more precise to say that the latter 
spoke to him. The president ap- 
peared to be steeling himself for a 
look into the face of him whose death 
had made him the first ruler of the 
world. 


The tension in the room was great. 


Everyone seemed to be waiting. The 
nir.istor of the gospel stood with the 
::u:y book iu his hand ready to be- 
gin. 
Perhaps it might have been 


sixty seconds. 
It 
see-med longer. 


Then the president turned and nt the 
same time advanced one step. ] 
bowed his head and looked down 
upon the anan whose burden and re* 
sponsibility he had taken up. Long 
ho gazed, standing immovable, save 
for a twitching of the mtiscles of the 
ch^n AS he labored with heavy breath 


to repress his emotion. At last he 
stepped back, 


SING FAVORITE HYMN. 


Colonel Bingham, the aid to the 


president, standing ten. feet below 
the foot of the casket at the side of 
the loyal Cortelyou, glanced in the 
direction of Rev. Charles 'Edward 
Locke, of 
the 
Delaware 
Avenue 


Methodist Episcopal church, who was 
to conduct the service. 


The signal was given, and ther* 


welled out from the hall the beiuti- 
ful words of "Lead, Kindly Light/* 
sung by a quartet It iwas President 
McKinley's favorite hymn* Every- 
one within

knew it and half of those in the 
room hid their faces 
with 
their 


hands to conceal their tears. Comp- 
troller Dawes leaned against a book- 
case and wept. President Roosevelt 
seemed to be swaying to and fro as 
if his footing were insecure. 


When the singing ended the cler- 


portunity to look 
into the counte- 


nance of his dead friend had come. 
Pressing forwaid, in an instant he 
was at the side of the casket and 
bending ever stnd looking down into 
it. Almost two minutes passed and 
then he turned away and the coffin 
was closed* 


Colonel Bingham signaled the body 


bearers. Four sailors, two infantry 
sergeants and two military sergeants 
bore the casket aloft and out of the 
house. 
The president, cabinet and 


the others followed it. Mrs. McKin- 
ley. and the members of the family 
remained. 
The widow had passed 


through the ordeal bravely and with- 
out breaking down. 


It was within a minute of 11:30 


when three long rolls of a muffled 
drum told those outside the house 
that the funeral cortege was about 
to appear. From the darkened rooms 
the assemblage (began to file out to 
the street. Soon the walks and lawns 


gyman read from the fifteenth chnp-' were again covered with the silent 
ter of the 'First Corinthians. All had throng with heads bared* At 
the

REV. LOCKE OFFERS PRAYER. 
Rev. Mr. Locke began -his invoca- 


tion with a stanza from a hymn. 
His prayer was as follows:

And our eternal home, 


We, Thy servants, humbly beseech 
Thee for

moment the casket appeared "Nearer, 
My God, to Thee" ascended in sub- 
dued strains from one of the military 
bands. Tenderly th? bearers lowered 
the casket from their shoulders and 
placed it in the hearse. 
The notes 


of Chopin's funeral dirge succeeded 
the strains of the hymn. The soldiers 
and sailors swung into long columns 
and took up the march southward 
toward the city hall.

Knox, Secretary Long and Secretary 
Wilson stood on one side of the body 
ind Secretary Root, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith, Secretary Hitchcock nnd 
George B. Cortelyou 
on the other. 


Standing near were Senators Hanna, 
Burroughs, 
Fairbanks, 
Governor 


Odell and others. 
Two wreaths of 


flowers composed the only decora- 
tions. 
One was -a wreath of white 


roses presented by Col. Myron T. Her- 
rick and the other-was a wreath of 
American beauties presented by Sen- 
ator Hanna. 


The frame of the casket is of red 


cedar, covered with black cloth. In 
it is a copper box, on which the 
white satin lining is placed. The 
handles of the casket are finished in 
ebony, no white -being visible on the 
exterior. 
The cover of the copper 


box is of highly polished copper, in 
which is laid a heavy glass plate, 
which extends the full length of the 
body. A rim of rubber is placed be 
tween the copper box and the cover, 
so that when the cover is screwed 
down the box is air~tight 
RAIN FALLS ON ^HE CROWDS. 
.As the escort of Soldiers swung 


slowly into Franklin street a few 
drops of rain fell. In two-minutes 
it was raining hard. The long line 
of troops took their positions at at- 
tention, facing the city hall. The 
carriages containing members of-the 
cabinet hurried up to the entrance. 
When the hearse appeared the four 
horses were led slowly 
to the en- 


trance and stopped. The band, some 
distance away, began "Nearer, My 
God, 
to Thee." At the same instant 


the rain same down in sheets, and 
driven -by a southwest gale off the 
waters of Lake Erie, tore across City 
Hall square. 
The.casket was borne 


into Buffalo's official home. Outside 
there was not a man, so far as could 
be seen, who did not stand, defying 
the elements, with hat removed, re- 
specting the dead president. Inside, 
with steps impressively 
slow and 


measured, the bearers 
made 
their 


way to the 
catafalque. 'A moment 


later and the body of President Mc- 
Kinley was lying in state. 


HALL IS HEAVILY DRAPED. 
The main vestibule of the hall was 


draped with the graceful sweep of 
festoons of'black and white cashmere. 
The drapery ascended from the floor 
to the ceiling1 and dropped to the 
moldings, where it was caught in 
bows of deep black, then-ce to follow 
downward the contour of the bulldr 
ing. A mammoth ctolumn, situated 
half way between the side walls of 
the vestibule, served to develop the 
arches. The column itself, reaching 
to the ceiling, became a monument 


of mourning in its garb of black. 
Color was lent by large pictures of 
the president, fastened on each side 
of the 
column, while companion 


pieces of like dimensions adorned the 
walls. Above the central point of 
the corridor was fashioned the state 
canopy. White and black cashmeres 
floated down in graceful lines from 
a point high up in the building. 
Dropping down in impressive grand- 
eur were four of the country's flags, 
so hung as to burst forth into an un- 
mistakable cross. 


Below on the tiled floor of the cor* 


ridor rested the catafalque. It was 
covered with the same costly cash- 
mere. Its head rose eighteen inches 
from the floor and made a gentle an- 
gle, allowing the bier to slope to the 
foot. Stairways flanked the two sides 
of the corridor. Mounting the stair- 
way posts were chandeliers of six 
lights, burning low. 


Two lines of people passed through 


the rotunda to view the remains, one 
on either side of the casket. It was 
originally intended to close the cas- 
ket at 5 o'clock, but the Crowds were 
so great and persistent that the time 
was extended until 11 o'clock. 


The expression on the faces of those 


who passed the casket was a study. 
Careworn mothers, who had waited 
hours in the rain for the privilege of 
getting a look at the dead president, 
lifted their children and faiu would 
tarry a moment, but the sentries 
hurried them on. Old men wearing 
Grand Army of the Republic buttons 
and badges, sh'ook their heads rueful- 
ly as they passed on. 
Other men 


shook their fists as they muttered. 
"Czolgosz.** 
Still others remarked 


of the beautiful flowers and decora- 
tions. 


Monotonously the streams of people 


flowed past the coffin while twilight 
fell nnd darkness gathered. The in- 
terior of the city hall was illuminat- 
ed by electricity, and the streets in 
the vicinity were brightly lighted. 
Toward sunset the sky cleared, -and 
there was an immediate increase in 
the already enormous crowds. 
MILITARY GUARD IN CHARGE. 


The endurance of the people finally 


gave out at 11 o'clock at night. At 
that time practically everybody who 
sought the opportunity had seen the 
dead president and the doors were 
closed. The military guard detailed 
by order of General Brooke was *eft 
in charge of the body.

deepest sorrow. 
The nation lives. 


The government goes on uninter- 
ruptedly by the change of adminis- 
tration. Confidence is not lost. The 
co:nmou sense of the people prevails. 
The cxrntiy and its institutions o'-c 
in no manner of danger save from 
sin and folly. At the moment when 
the president sank into his secre- 
tary's arms he lifted up his voice 
for law, when of his assassin he said, 
'Let no man hurt him/ It was the 
appeal of a typical American to the 
majesty of the law. which has its 
origin in the bosom of God, and ex- 
ists on earth to enforce justice and 
direct duty. 
We rejoice that our 


democracy has produced so worthy a 
guardian of our liberty and law as 
was President McKinley/' 


KT. EEV. BISHOP ALERDING. 
In his sermon at the Cathedral 


Sunday evening Bt. Rev. Bishop 
Alerding spoke with much feeling of 
the death of the president, and 
deprecated the anarchistic teachings 
which inspired the assassin. 
He 


spoke at some length of the disgrace 
to the nation find of the horror with 
which the people of the United States 
heard of the deed, of the universal 
love of the people for President Mc- 
Kinly. and of the deep sorrow at his 
death. 
Anarchy, he said, has no 


place in the world, and certainly not 
in this 
free 
country. 
Anarchy 


strikes at the government. 
In the 


United States the people are the gov- 
ernment mid a blow at tne govern* 
ment is a blow at the sovereign peo- 
ple. 
Anarchy must be punished and 


suppressed. 
But. the bishop said. 


it cannot be destroyed by force. We 
must so train people's consciences and 
moral natures that anarchy, the gos- 
pel of murder and chaos, will have no 
feeding ground. 
Contempt for the 


laws of God breeds contempt for the 
laws of man. and where God is un- 
known order and respect for law can- 
not exist. A religious training is a 
better preventitive of anarchy than 
regiments of soldiers* or cordons of 
police. 


At the morning service Chancellor 


J. H. Bathe also paid an eloquent 
tribute to the dead president and de- 
nounced the terrible crime by which 
it was brought about* He asked the 
earnest prayers of the congregation 
for the Jiew president'~and for the 
country. 


In all the other Catholic churches 


in the cdty the pastors made feeling 
reference to the national sorrow and 
directed the people to offer earnest 
prayer for tlie country's welfare. 


BEV. D. T. WILLIAMS. 


At the South Congregational church 


Eev. D. T. Williams said in part: 


"Earthly rulers die, but God reigns 


forever. 
His vigil over individuals 


and nations is unceasingly exercised. 
This should serve to deter lawlessness 
and to promote virtue and patriotism. 
However, in the present condition of 
society, things are not as they should 
be; often crime hecomes rampant and 
the red hand of anarchy incited to do 
its dastardly deeds. This is our sad 
condition at predent as a nation. 
It 


is a pity that the opportunity ever 
came, especially in time of peace and 
such unprecedented prosperity,

CABINET OFFICERS ABRIVE. 
Five of the cabinet officers arrived 


in two carriages. The first carried 
Secretary Long and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith. The other held Attorney 
General Knoxf Secretary Wilson an.l 
Secretary Hitchcock. 


Vnited States Senator Joseph K. 


Hawley, of Connecticut, was next to 
arrive. 
Exactly at the appointed 


hour. 7:45, the escort was in perfect 
readiness. 
lu clarion tones Major 


Mann, commanding the escort, de- 
livered the order, "Present arms." 
Noiselessly, and with the precision of 
the well-drilled soldier, the arms 
leaped to position; the commanding 
officer turned about, and, facing the 
house of the dead, brought Ms sword 
to present. 


AN IMPRESSIVE MOMENT* 


It was an impressive moment. 


The rigid soldiers and sailors were 
awaiting the body of their late com- 
mander in chief. A minute of awe- 
inspiring silence, and then, emerging 
from the doors of the city hall, there 
moved the eight body bearers, four 
soldiers and four sailors. 


On their shoulders rested the cas- 


ket enclosing the body of the coun* 
try's beloved one. Away down the 
line of soldiery, from the Sixty-fifth 
regimental band came once again the 
strains of ''Nearer. My God, to Thee/* 
Behind the long ropes the throng un- 
covered, and 
with 
bowed heads 


waited and watched in silence. Ten- 
derly the precious burden was borne 
slowly down the stone steps, along 
the curved approach, to the hearse. 
The flag-draped casket was lifted 
gently into the hearse and the doors 
closed. 
Through the windows of 


the hearse naught but America's 
flag, surmounted by a single sheaf of 
wheat, could be seen. To the front 
came the troops, wheeling into line 
and moving down Franklin 
street. 


Once more the strains of music. This 
time it was the mournful dirge of 
Chopin's funeral march, accompanied 
by the tolling of the church bells. 


JOTTRNEY TO THE STATION. 
Behind the troops came the car- 


riages of the members of the cabinet. 
Then came the hearse, and following 
were comrades of the Grand Army, 
with 
a company of local militia 


bringing up the rear. 


The cortege passed into Church 


streelt4 and.: 'wlridhxg -past St. Paul's 
church into Main street, the dc^d 
president -was "carried through Buf- 
falo's streets. Down Main street the 
procession moved between masses of 
people, all uncovered* 
The high 


winds from off Lake Erie snapped 
and whipped the bunting and crepe 
with which every building was 
draped. Above the buildings Ameri- 
can flags and black streamers hung 
at half mast. The line had begun its 
march at 7:50. Half an hour later, 
with measured step and to the strains 
of the constantly playing- band, the 
line at last turned into Exchange 
street, where the railroad station is 
located. 


MET BY THE PRESIDENT, 


Then the Buffalo journey was at an 


end. As the cortege passed Ellicott 
street it was met by the carriage 
bearing the president of the United 
States, Theodore Roosevelt. 
By the 


president's orders his carriage was 
stopped, and with bared head, the na- 
tion's new executixrc awaited the 
passing of his predecessor's funeral 
cortege. Once more the troops were 
drawn up into line and came to ''pre- 
sent.*' 


The hearse stopped in front of the 


baggage entrances to the d«pot. As 
the undertaker took hold of the door 
of the hearse to open it and soldier 
bearers prepared to draw the coffin 
out, a hush fell on the multitude. 
Then from the head of the column 
canie the mournful sound of the 
"Long Roll." 
As it ceased there 


arose clear and sweet the notes of the 
beautiful hymn, "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee." 


BODY BOBNE TO THE TRAIN. 
The soldiers raised the flag-covered 


casket on their shoulders and moved 
toward the train, as the band took 
up the air of tne grand old hymn, ** 
God. Our Help in Ages Past/' 


Ou the curb stood President Roose 


velt with 
Senator Hawley. 
The 


former had refused the advice of the 
police to move into the depot yard, 
and with his 
hat in his hand he 


stood silently \vatching the body be- 
ing removed. 
General Brooke and 


his staff fell in directly behind the 
casket; then came the president. Sec- 
retary Cortelyou and Senator Haw- 
ley, and then walking with his cane 
for assistance, came Senator Hanna, 
accompanied by his son. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley and the other members of the 
family had entered their car half an 
hour before the body arrived. 


MRS. M'KINLEY OVERCOME. 
The journey down in the carriage, 


from the windows of which she could 
see the emblems of mourning, af- 
fected Mrs. McKinley seriously, and 
when she stepped from the carriage, 
assisted by Dr. Rixey 
and Abner 


McKinley, her limbs failed her and 
she would have fallen, but for the 
suppoit accorded her. 


She entered the station and was 


assisted into the car in which she and 
the dead president had made the trip 
into the city of de.ith. 


On the car her relatives took 


charge of her and Dr, Rixey gavo her 
a tonic. Dr. 'Rixey thinks that she 
will be able to go through with the 
state ceremonial at Washington, but 
the change of arrangements so that 
the body shall leave 
"Washington 


Tuesday night was made so as to 
avoid too great a strain. 


"She will be better in Canton than 


any place else." said Dr. Rixey. 


THE FUNERAL TRAIN. 


The train that bore the president 


from Buffalo was a solid Pullman 
of seven cars, drawn by two locomo- 
tives. 
Fifteen minutes before the 


train was scheduled to leave an en- 
gine sped out 
through 
the yards 


with orders to precede the train by 
fifteen minutes and keep the track 
clear. The train was under the gen- 
eral charge of George 'W. 3oyd, as- 
sistant passenger agent of the Penn- 
sylvania: Assistant Trainmaster D. 
M. Kinney was in direct charge. 


Conductor Johnson, who came here 


in charge of President McKinlcy's 
special train from Canton, was the 
Pullman conductor today. 
Engineer 


George Woodward was in charge of 
one engine and Frank Bishop of the 
other. 


The train crew was 
made up of 


picked men in the Pennsylvania and 
Pullman companies. Behind the en- 
gine were the drawing 
room cars, 


Raleigh and Belgrade, both of which 
were devoted to members of the 
press. 
Next came the dining -car. 


Waldorf, the car Naples, intended'for 
senators, aird the Hungary, for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the cabinet. 


Next to the rear car was the Olym- 


pic, occupied by Mrs. McKinley, and 
la?t of all was the observation car, 
Pacific, in which the body rested. 


CASKET PLACED IN VIEW. 
The casket was placed between the 


windows 
on the observation 
car, 


where it could "be seen by the people 
as the train went by. 
Crepe was 


draped from the two locomotives and 
from the rear of the observation car, 
and the railings of the car were 
shrouded in crepe. 


The only relief 
was in two tiny 


pilot flags of white on the leading 
locomotive. The station was abso- 
lutely clear. 


President Roosevelt 
entered th* 


station with Secretary 
Cortelyou. 


The members of the cabinet follow- 
ed. The president raised his hat in 
salutation. 
Just before he boarded 


the train the president observed H. 
H. Kohlsaat of Chicago. He step- 
ped to his side, and placing his hand 
on Mr* Kohlsaat's shoulder, whisper- 
ed a few words to him. 


Shortly after 8:30 it was announc- 


ed that everything rwas in. readiness 
and at 8:34 the train pulled slowly 
out. just 4 minutes later than was 
scheduled.

observation car were shrouded in 
black.

adorned. 


Two narrow over-hanging viaducts 


under which the train passed as it 
drew slowly out of the station bent 
beneath the weight of crowded hu- 
manity packed there by the pressure 
of the tide of people who filled all the 
adjoining streets. The windows and 
roofs of the houses and the roofs of 
the cars in the yards were black with 
people, all uncovered. 


When the train had cleared the 


city the people were still there, stand- 
ing at the cross-roads and in the 
fields. It ran literally between two 
lines of people. Farmers from the 
surrounding 
country 
had 
driven 


thiough the dark hours of the night 
to be at the side of the track where 
they could pay their last tribute of 
respect. 
At East Aurora, the first 


town through which the train passed, 
the inhabitants had been augmented 
by thousands from the surrounding 
country. 
The country schools along 


the way let out and the children the 
president loved so well in life were 
there to see his dead body pass. 


TRAIN SLOWED DO\VN. 


The train slowed down at every 


station to allow the people lined upon 
either side to get a better view of 
the flag-covered casket. The popu- 
lation of the little towns along the 
way, like Holland, Arcade, Machiau 
Junction, Franklinville and Hins- 
dale, had tripled 
and quadrupled. 


The towns seemed suddenly grown 
into cities. As the train slowed up 
the mourners behind the curtained 
windows of the train could hear the 
tolling bells. 


Oleati was reached at 10:29 o'clock. 


There were 3,000 people at the Penn- 
sylvania railroad station as the train 
came to a stop* 


Mrs, McKinley was prevailed upon 


to lie down soon after the start was 
made. There were no flowers in the 
apartment set apart for her, and 
nothing to recall to her mind the 
mournful mission on which the train 
was speeding.

-He was received 
with an enthusiasm that was un- 
precedented in the annals of the city 
and for .twenty-four hours enjoyed 
himself .thoroughly.

thetic stride to recovery, us outward- 
ly demonstrated, while death 
was 


slowly working1 OH the vita is, 
the 


breathless hopes of a nation 
and 


loved ones, the terrible twentyfour 
hours of suspense, when death -made 
its iiual demand against human skill, 
all are matters of liistory now. The 
fcociy of the honored chief executive 
of the nation, who came to Buffalo 
only a few days ago as the guest of 
the city, was "borne away in 
sad 


splendor, his career ended as far as 
his dominant

remain. 


WATCHED BY THOUSANDS. 
Thousands npon> thousands watch- 


ed the impressive 
procession this 


morning moving towards the depot., 
It was <loubly impressive because of: 
its lack of gorgeousness and •bectiusaj 
of the fact that, following .closely: 
behind the pall-covered corpse of the 
dead president, followed the successor 
to the title and the living change-in 
the country's history. 
j 


Buffalo stirred early this morning, | 


but early as its inhabitants, curious 
or sympathetic, awoke to get a van- 
tage iplace from which to view the 
departure of the dead president, po- 
lice and soldiery had 
anticipated 


them. 


At the Milburn mansion, where the 


family of the dead statesman slept; 
at the Wiico-x mansion, where the 
new president 
reposed,

Mrs. McKinley was not awaitened 


until after 7 o'clock, when Dr. Rixey 
went to the room with one of her at- 
tendants.

despite the fact that she wau almost 
thoroughly exhausted and that l>r. 
Rixey had given her a sleeping1 po- 
tion. The first thing she asked was 
a repetition of the query of the last 
two 
days, ''When "can I see the

Dr. Rixey told her- that 


they were going to let her see him ; 
today and she then let her attend-1 
ants dress her and at 7:45 wfcs ready 
for her light breakfast, which she 
took in her room, alone. At 7:30 the 
baggage was ready and two truck- 
loads of it moved to the depot.

Historic Bier Which Served for Lincoln and Gar- 


feild W!U Also Bear the Body of Martyred 


McKinley in Capitol. 


Washington, Sept. 
10.-Officials 


and employes of ,the capital were PU- 
gaged from an early hour today mak- 
ing preparations for the obsequies 
over the remains of 'the late President 
McKinley, 'which will occur in the 
rotunda tomorrow. The historic bier, 
which did service at the same place 
in connection with the funerals of 
Presidents Lincoln and Garfleld, was 
brought from its resting place in the 
capitol crypt early in the day -and 
a half dozen, expert drapers were soon 
eng?5jcd in shrouding it in crepe. 


The bier restts upon 'a platform, 


raised about six inches above the 
level of the floor of the building, and 
is surmounted by a canopy, covered 
with black cloth. 
The top of the 


bier is three feet above -the surface of 
the floor and when the casket is 
placed upon it th« top -will be slight- 
ly below the level of the averages per- 
son's face. At the conclusion of 'the 
funeral services tomorrow tha public 
will be admitted for n brief farewell 
glance at the features-which, for so 
many years have been familiar to the

Buffalo, 
Sept., 10.—The 
funeral 


service of William 
McKinley, the 


man, took place in the Milburn. house 
Sunday morning. 
The funeral of 


William 
McKinley, the 
president, 


commenced Sunday afternoon in the 
official residence of the city where he 
died. 


The remains of the distinguished 


dead were exposed to public view 
shortly after noon and men, women 
and children struggled in line for 
hours in the hope that they might 
reach the city hall before its doors 
were closed. It is estimated that not 
fewer than 100,000 persons saw the 
body 'as they passed through the cor- 
ridors of the city hall rotunda. The 
line passed the casket at a rate vary- 
ing from 120 to 100 a minute, and 
despite the crush of humanity there 
was little disorder. 


CROWDS EAKLY ASTIR. 


Long before the time set for the 


funeral services the vicinity of the 
Milburn house was astir with prepa- 
rations. 
At 9 o'clock long platoons 


of police ofiicers, mounted and on 
foot, arrived at the grounds and were 
posted in details along the streets 
approaching1 the house. For a block 
ill each direction the streets were rop- 
ed off to keep back the gathering 
crowds.

United States Senator Joseph H. 


Hnwley, of Connecticut, was next to 
arrive. 
Exactly at the appointed 


hour, 7:45, the escort was in perfect 
readiness. 
In clarion tones Major 


Mann, commanding- .the escort, de- 
livered the order, "Present arms." 
Noiselessly, and with the precision of 
the -well-drilled soldier, the arms 
leaped to position; the commanding- 
officer turned about, nnd, facing the 
house of the dead, brought his sword 
to present. 


AN IMPRESSIVE MOMENT. 


It 
was an impressive moment. 


The rigid soldiers and sailors were 
awaiting the body of their late com- 
mander in chief. A minute of awe- 
inspiring silence, nnd then, emerging 
from the doors of the city hall, there 
moved the eight body bearers, four 
soldiers and four sai.lors. 


On their shoulders rested the cns- 


het enclosing the body of the coun- 
try's beloved one. Away down the 
line of soldiery, from the Sixty-fifth 
regimental band came once again the 
strains of "Nearer. My God, to Thee." 
Ec-hind the long ropes the throng un- 
covered, 
and 
with 
bowed 
heads 


waited and watched in silence. Ten- 
derly the precious burden was borne 
slowly down the stone steps, along 
the. curved approach, io the hearse. 
The flag-draped casket was 
lifted 


gently into the hearse and the doors 
closed. 
Through the windows of 


the hearse naught but. America's 
flng, surmounted by a single- sheaf of 
wheat, could be seen. To the front 
came the troops, wheeling1 in^o line 
nnd moving down Franklin 
street. 


Once more the strains of music. Thir 
time it was the mournful dirge of 
Chopin's funernl march, accompanied 
by the tolling of the church bells. 


JOURNEY TO THE STATION. 
Behind the troops came the. car- 


riages of the members of the cabinet. 
Then came the hearse, and following 
were comrades of the Grand Army.

The cortege passed

street' and." "win'ding past St. Paul's 
church into Main street, the dead 
president was carried through "Buf- 
falo's streets. Down Main street the 
procession moved between masses of 
people, nil uncovered.

winds from off Lake Erie snapped 
and whipped the bunting nnd crepe

building was 


draped. Above the buildings Ameri- 
can. flng'S and black streamers hung 
nt half mast. The line li ad begun its 
march at 7:50. Half an hour later, 
with measured step and to the strains 
of the constantly playing band, the 
Hue at last turned into Exchange 
street, where the railroad station, is 
located. 


MET T1Y THE PRESIDENT. 


Then the Buffalo journey was at a-n 


end. As the cortege passed Ellicott 
street, it v/as met by the carriage 
bearing1 the president of the United 
States. Theodore Roosevel.t. By the 
president's orders his carriage was 
stopped, and with bared head, the na- 
tion's new executive awaited the 
passing of his predecessor's funeral 
cortege. Once more the troops were 
drawn up into line and came to "pre- 
sent," 


The hearse stopped in front of the 


baggage entrances to the depot. As 
the undertaker took hold of the door 
of the hearse to open it and soldier 
bearers prepared to draw the cofiln 
out. 
a hush fell 011 the multitude. 


Then from the hcacl of the colun.n 
came the mournful sound of the 
"Long Roll." 
As it ceased there 


arose clear and sweet the notes of the 
beautiful hymn, "Nearer. My God, to 
Thee." 


BODY HORNE TO THE TRAIN. 
The soldiers raised the flag-covered 


' casket on their shoulders and moved 
toward the train, as the band took 
up the air of the grand old hymn, ''0 


God, 
Our Help in Ages Past." 


On the curb stood President Roose- 


velt 
with 
Senator 
Hawley. 
The 


former had refused the advice of the 
police to move into the depot yard, 
and with his 
hat in his hand he 


stood silently watching the body be- 
ing removed. 
General Brooke and 


his staff fell in directly behind the 
casket; then came the president. Sec- 
retary Cortelyou and Senator Haw- 
ley, and then walking with his cane 
for assistance, came Senator Hanna, 
accompanied by his son. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley and the other members of the 
family had entered their car half an 
hour before the body arrived. 


MRS. M'KINLEY OVERCOME. 
The journey down in the carriage, 


from the windows of which she could 
see the emblems 
of mourning-, af- 


fected Mrs. McKiuley seriously, and 
when she stepped from the carriage, 
assisted by Dr. Rixey 
and Abner 


McKinley, her limbs failed her and 
she would have fallen, but for the 
support accorded her. 


She entered the station 
and was 


assisted into the car in which she and 
the dead president had made the trip 
into the city of de.ith. 


On the car her relatives 
took 


charge of her and Dr. Rhcey gave her 
a tonic. 
Dr. 'Rixey thinks that she 


will be able to go through with the 
state ceremonial at Washington, but 
the change of arrangements E-O that 
the body shall

Washing-toil 


Tuesday night 
was made so as to 


avoid too great a strain. 


'•She will be better in Canton than

THE FUNERAL TRAIN. 


The train that bore the president 


from Buffalo was a solid Pullman 
of seven cars, drawn by two locomo- 
tives. 
Fifteen minutes before the 


train was Fcheduled to leave an en- 
gina sped out 
through 
the yards 


with orders to precede the train by 
fifteen minutes and keep the track 
clear. The train was under the gen- 
eral charge of George'W. Boyd, as- 
sistant passenger agent of the Penn- 
sylvania; Assistant Trainmaster D. 
M. Kiiiney was in direct charge- 


Conductor Johnson, who came here 


t charg-e 
of President McKinley's 


special train from Canton, was the 
Pullman conductor today. Engineer 
George Wood-ward was in -charge of 
one eng'hie and Frank Bishop of the 
other. 


The train crow was 
made up of

gine were the drawing 
room cars.

.apt of all was the observation car, 
Pacific, in which the body rested. 


CASKET PLACED IN VIEW. 


The casket was placed between, the 


windows 
on the observation car, 


where it could b'e seen by thb people 
as the train -went by. 
Crepe was 


draped from the two locomotives and 
from the rear 'of the observation, car, 
tind the railings of the car were 
shrouded in crepe. 


The only relief 
was in two tiny 


pilot flr.g-a of white on the leading 
locomotive. The station was abso- 
lutely clear. 


President Roosevelt entered 
th-e 


station 
with Secretary 
Cortelyou. 


The members of the cabinet follow- 
ed. The president raised his hat in 
salutation. 
Just before he boarded 


thfi train the president observed H. 
H. Kohlsaat. of Chicago. He step- 
ped to his side, and placing his hand 
on Mr. Kohlsnat.'s shoulder, whisper- 
ed ii few -words to him. 


Shortly after 8:30 it was announc- 


ed Hint everything1 was in readiness 
and at 8:34 the train pulled slowly 
out. just 4 minutes later than was 


:heduied. 
The train will stop at

linmsport. Rcnovo, Sunbury, Harris- 
burg, York and Baltimore.

the funeral train.)—The funeral train 
bearing the body of the

president started on its journey to 
the national capital

adorned. 


Two narrow over-hanging; viaducts 


under which the train passed as .it 
drew slowly out of the station bent 
beneath the weight of crowded hu- 
manity packed there by the pressure 
of the tide of people who filled all the 
adjoining streets. The windows and 
roots of the houses and the roofs o; 
the cars in the yards were black with 
people, all uncovered. 


When the train had cleared the 


city the people were still there, stand- 
ing at the cross-roads 
and in the 


fields. 
It ran literally between two 


lines of people. Farmers from the 
surrounding 
country 
hnd 
driven 


through the dark hours of the night 
to be at the side of the track where 
they could pay their last tribute of 
respect. 
At East Aurora, the first 


town through which the train pnpsed, 
the inhabitants had •been augmented 
by thousands from the surrounding1 


country. The country schools along 
the way let out and the children the 
president loved so well in life were 
there to see his dead body pass. 


TRAIN ELOWF/D DOWN. 


The train slowed dowu at every 


station to allow the people lined upon 
either side to get a better view of 
the flag-covered casket. 
The popu- 


lation of the little towns along the 
way, 
like Holland, Arcnde, Machiau 


Junction, 
Franklinville and Hins- 


dale, had tripled 
and 
quadrupled. 


The towns seemed suddenly grown 
into cities. As the train slowed up 
the mourners behind the curtained 
windows of the train could hear the 
tolling bells. 


Olean was reached at 10:29 o'clock.
